He is collectin g statistics on hospi­ 
tals, orphan s’ homes 
old 
people’s 
homes an d poor asy lums 
an d was 
here y esterday for that purpose. 
Mr. Peetz has sev eral purposes in 
v iew while he is gatherin g data. He 
is learn in g in ev ery in stan ce where it 
is possible the purpose of the in sti- 
tion , the source of it’s support, the 
v alue of the real estate upon which 
it is located, the v alue of the build­ 
in gs, the n umber of in mates or pa­ 
tien ts, the v alue of the equipmen ts, 
the main tain en ce, an d the n umber of 
charily in mates. 
When this report 
is completed it will n o doubt be of 
much v alue. 
The State Statistician called the 
town ship 
assessors 
together 
with 
the coun ty assessor an d m^t 
with 
them in the aftern oon . It is his pur­ 
pose to in augurate a n ew sy stem of 
collectin g data on the crops of the 
State. 
They had a v ery in terestin g 
meetin g an d the assessors seemed to 
take much in terest in the n ew sy stem, 
which was started sin ce Peetz has 
en tered the office. 
Mr. Peetz called them together for 
the purpose of ex plain in g the diffi­ 
culties of makin g a con den sed agri­ 
cultural statistical report. 
The n ew 
sy stem, which he is in auguratin g, is 
much more defin ite than the old on e, 
an d can be depen ded on to be more 
reliable. 
Heretofore 
the products of the 
farm hav e been made up in the sta­ 
tistical report a y ear ahead of time 
an d it was on ly possible to estimate 
the probable y ield. 
The estimates 
could be made on ly after Die y ield of 
the former y ears had been ex amin ed 
an d in man y in stan ces they were 
v aried. 
Un der the n ew sy stem it is 
plan n ed to make the report of the 
y ear preceedin g an d n ot make an 
estimate on the comin g y ear. In this 
man n er a correct report can be made, 
an d in ev ery in stan ce it can be de­ 
pen ded upon to be reliable, as it will 
con tain what was actually produced. 
Mr. Peetz has made a few in v esti­ 
gation s to show the fault of the old 
sy stem an d the un certain ty of its 
correctn ess. 
He took the report of 
thirteen town ships ov er the State an d 
made an av erage from them, from 
which he foun d the followin g mis­ 
takes: The old report for last y ear 
estimated 
beforehan d, 
showed 
a 
shortage of ov er 8 ,000 bushels of 
corn . 
If the 
reports av erage the 
same all ov er the State there will be 
a shortage of ov er 8 ,000,000 bushels. 
Employ in g the same methods it was 
foun d that the reports of last y ear 
showed 4000 bushels too much wheat. 
If the av erage is the same ov er the 
State, there will be an ex cess of ov er 
4,000,000 bushels.

trade was made an d Mr. Hood be­ 
came the pleased own er of the lon g 
cov eted in strumen t. 
On e n ight the 
two Hoods were play in g at a ball at 
Lewisv ille. 
The hall was crowded 
an d as the dan cers glided past the 
platform, on e 
of 
them 
acciden tly 
struck the v iolin an d damaged it s-> 
that repairs were n ecessary . It was 
taken to A. B. Clark, v iolin maker at 
Richmon d. He ex amin ed it an d ask­ 
ed Mr. Hood man y question s about 
it, an d also offered to buy it.

this box was the inscrip tion, “To the 
chief of the Imp erial

Society at Manchester were diligent­ 
ly searched, and it was found that 
the stuffed horse actually belonged 
to Nap oleon and that the great Em- 
f>eror of the French frequently rode 
him.

The record of their visit to the next 
city, Icouium, is more encouraging' 
for, while we may always rest quieti} 
in the -Lord, whether we see results oi 
not, it cannot but be a great joy to see 
many receiving Christ. We therefore 
read with great gratitude that at Ico- 
nium, as they spake in th£ synagogue 
of the Jews, a great multitude both ai. 
Jews and Greeks believed and that af j 
they abode there a long time speaking 
boldly in the Lord He greatly honored 
the word of His grace and granted 
signs and wonders to be done by theii j 
hands. Yet here also unbelieving Jew s! 
and gentiles stirred up persecution I 
and, being threatened with assault j 
and stoning, they fled to Lystra, and 
there they preached the gospel. Ev­ 
erywhere the carnal mind is seen to be I 
enmity against God, and as the gospel 
is preached some believe and some be­ 
lieve not (xxviii, 24). At Lystra there 
was a case of healing similar to that 
of chapter iii. A man who had never 
walked, being born lame, was made 
whole, and the heathen priests were 
about to worship Paul and Barnabas 
thinking them to be gods from heaven 
The people here were evidently very j 
idolatrous and full of the heathen my­ 
thology concerning Jupiter and Mer­ 
cury and other deities. 
With rent garments Paul and Barna­ 
bas ran in among them, assuring them 
that they were only mtn like themC 
selves and not gods and urged them 
to turn from these vanities unto the 
living God, who made all things (verse 
lo). Yet it was with difficulty that the I 
people were restrained from offering 
sacrifice to them. Soon the persecutors I 
from Antioch and Iconium arrived 
and they seem to have had no diffi-: 
culty In persuading these fickle people j 
that Paul was worthy of being stoned ’ 
to death, which they accordingly did; 
and drew him out of the city, suppos­ 
ing him to be as dead as he seemed tc 
be. As the disciples stood roundabout 
his dead body he rose up and came into 
the city, for his work in a mortal body 
was not yet done. Whether these dis­ 
ciples were new converts, a result of 
the recent preaching, or not, we are 
not told, but we do know that on 
Paul’s next visit to Lystra there was a 
disciple named Timothy, who from 
that time became Paul’s most faithful 
companion and whom he spoke of in 
his epistles as “my own son in the 
faith,” “my dearly beloved son.” It is 
possible that, having been well in­ 
structed by his mother and grand 
mother, he was led to come out boldly 
under Paul’s preaching or by witness­ 
ing Paul’s seeming martyrdom. I like 
to think of Paul’s third heaven or par­ 
adise experience (II Cor. xii, 1-4) as oc­ 
curring at the tilde he was stoned at 
Lystra. I think it was so and that he | 
understood more fully then what he j 
had heard Stephen say about heaven I 
opened as he was being stoned tc j 
death. 
It is possible for us all to have such 
visions of God by faith that we shall j 
not mind very much the persecutions 
which will be sure to come if we live 
wholly unto God. The next day after 
the stoning the faithful two went on 
their way to Derbe, and we have no 
record of Paul suffering in his body 
because of the stoning. The same pow­ 
er that could in a moment dispel fever 
and leprosy and all manner of disease 
and give health to a body four days 
dead could easily prevent Paul from 
feeling even bruised by his severe

We might 
think that Paul, being now so near bi 
home in Tarsus and after all he had 
passed through, would want to vis-ii 
home and rest up a bit, but instead < f 
this we see these two retracing their 
steps through the very cities wher 
they had been so ill treated without 
fear of enemies or thought of their 
own comfort, but thinking only of the 
welfare of their children in the faith. 
So with prayer and fasting they 
ordained 
elders 
in 
every 
church, 
strengthened the souls of the disciples. ’ 
exhorted them to continue in the faith, 
assuring them that the way to the 
kingdom was through much tribute - 
tion, and thus eoihmended them to thai 
Lerd, on whom they had believed. 
Having again reached Perga, they 
now preach the word there and are 
soon back in Antioch, by the grace of 
God having fulfilled their ministry for 
the present. It must have been with 
iatense interest that the church at An­ 
tioch heard all that God had done 
with them and through them and had 
given them grace to endure, and no 
aoubt there was much prayer at An­ 
tioch from that time for the believers 
at all these places. As Paul and Bar 
nabas now abode a long time at Ac- : 
tiocb, they would be able to lay these 
places heavily upon the hearts of the 
Christians, and that company of be ;

London, May 14.—The Iron and Steel 
Institute of Great Britain, the mem­ 
bership of which comprises the lead­ 
ing metal experts of this country, with 
affiliations*^ other countries in which 
iron and steel manufacturing is carried 
on, met here today tot its annual meet­ 
ing. 
One of the principal addresses to be 
delivered before the meeting is that of 
Dr. Allerton S. Cushman of Washing­ 
ton, who is assistant director of roads 
of the United States department of ag­ 
riculture. Dr. Cushman has come here 
at the invitation of the members of 
the institute to tell them the results of 
his researches into the cause and na­ 
ture of rust, a subject of Immense im­ 
portance to makers of iron and steel. 
He has made important discoveries 
through the study of electrolysis and 
its deleterious effects upon iron and 
has also experimented with various 
paints, some of which have shown 
amazing rust resisting power.

There is nothing |n the 
records of the American legation or 
the foreign office to substantiate the 
story brought to St. Vincent by the 
sailor Elisha Payne. 
W. W. Russell, 
the American minister, has no know­ 
ledge of the alleged captivity of these 
men, nor have the American consul at 
La Guaira or officials of the govern­ 
ment.
